FIVE OAPTURED FROM FILIPINOS 
AT TACLOBAN. 


AMERICANS OCCUPY SAMAR. 


Ten Filipinos Killed and Five Artil- 
lerymen Captured by American 
Troops at Tucloban. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Gen. Otis’ latest 
report of military operations in the Philip- 
pines shows that rapid progress is being 
made in opening up the hemp ports In the 
islands south of Luzon.

Case. 


ADMITS THAT HE MADE FAISE 
AFFIDAVIT. 


Says That He Did It to Help Purify 
Politics and That He Has Receiv- 
ed Money From Daly’s Friends 
Since Golng to Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—-lL. lL Wright, 
a watchmaker of Missoula, Mont., was the 
first witness in the Clark case to-day. He 
had been summoned by the prosecution, 
but they declined to put him on the stand 
and he. was called by the defense. It be- 
Came apparent at the beginning that he 
had been called to impeach the test.mony 
of the witness Rector concerning the al- 
leged efforts to bribe Representative Ja- 
queth. Hector had testified that Wright 
Was present when the money was paid, but 
Wrignt denied this. 

The witness also testified to having 
agrved to give an affidavit and to testify 
in tne Welicome disvarment trial at the 
instance of Ken Hill and Mr, Little, See- 
retary of Congressman Little. He suid he 
Was tO recelve $i5v for the affidavit and 
$10” for his verbal testimony, to be taken 
laier. He did sign and swear to an atii- 
dav.t, receiving XU Ior this service. ‘ine 
am.davit was read by Senator Faulkner, 
and it was full of accusations against 
members of the Legisiature, one of which 
Was (oO the effect thai A. J. Stee.e, a triend 
Of Senator Ciark, had given an envelope 
containing $lu,w, to be given to Senator 
Myers for his vote for Mr. Clark. but that 
Steele had later come to him and request- 
ed the return of the money, saying Myers 
preferred that Whiteslue snoulu hold it. 

“Now, Mr. Wright, is that affidavit true 
or fxise7’ asked Senator Faulkner. 

“It is false, and they knew it was false 
a° the time it was made,”’ replied the w.:- 
hess. “| did it for what there Was in it. 
it was gotten up to help purify politics.’’ 

“Its the statement you swore to,"” sug- 
Gested Senator Turley, and the witness as- 
sented. He had not intended to make the 
fame statement he had made in his arii- 
davit if he had gone on the stand. but he 
had refused tostestify because the $l0W had 
bot been paid. 

He testified further thar he went to 
Helena to testify in the Welleome disbar- 
ment case, but that he and three other wit- 
nesses had an agreement not to testify until 
the money Was paid. The prosecution had 
refused to pay him until after he went on 
the stand, saying that $1000 in my hands, 
with my statement, would be worth $2u,000 
to Clark.” 
One of the men had broken the agreement, 
end witness said he had seen Ken Hill effer 
him $0, which, however, Hill had ask€d to 
be ablowed to hold. 

The witness said he had received $1% from 
Daly's friends at ‘Helena and that just be- 
fore starting to Washington he had re- 
ae $00 more and $80 mere since*his ar- 
rival. 

The witness said that since Hil! anid him- 
self had been in Washington they ha 
ceived an offer of $50) from Dr. Minshall, 
on behalf of the prosecutiou, to get cut 
of the city.

Later he said he had met Mr. Campbell 
and also State Attornev-General Nolan In 
the corridor of the Capt'ol, ouside the room 
of the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, and that Campbell and Nolan had 
both assured him that he should have his 
pay. He had not seen them since. 

Asked by Senator Chandler tf Charley

NECK BROKEN, 


BUT HE SPOKE 


Doctors Think That Christian 
Schmidt May Recover. 


HE STARTLED A_ VISITOR. 


PHYSICIANS SUPPOSED HE WAS 
UNCONSCIOUB. 


Every Indication of Paralysis Passed 
Away and All the Surgical Tradi- 
tions Upturned. 


“‘How do you feel this morning?” 

“O pretty good.’’ 

This bit of dialogue startled the doctors 
in the eurgical ward of the City Hospital 
Saturday morning. 

Tho question was put by a visitor in ward 
ls and the reply came from a man who, 
according to all the rules laid down in 
medical works, should have been uncon- 
6cious and who was believed to be #0, un- 
til the passer-by addressed him. — . 

There has never been a case at the hos- 
pital exactiy like that of Christian Schmidt. 
He has viviated alil the traditions of sur- 
xery and it ie now thought he will recover 
Irom an injury that is commonly supposed 
tu be faial. 

Scnm.dt's neck ts dislocated. One of his 
vertebrae is shifted out of piace. 

He ought to be unconscious, but be isn't. 
There is no doubt about the accuracy of 
the dlagnosis. All of the Burgeons are 
agreed that one of the bones in the back 
of the patient's neck had been iwisted far 
out of its norma! position 

Schmidt revceivea his injury Thursday. 
Winie carrying a bale of hay into a loft 
he lost his balance. The bale fell upon 
him and pinned him to the floor, In his ef- 
fort to extricate himself he dislocated his 
neck. When found he eas unconscious 
amd he remained in that condition after be- 
ing taken to the hospital. 

At the hospital he received the sandbag 
treatment. This does not mean that he 
was hi: on the head, but that he was placed 
on his back on a cot and his neck placed 
between two bags of sand to prevent any 
movement of his head from interfering with 
the healing process. 

Even Saturday morning !t was thought 
there was little chance for his recovery. 

The doctor in charge of the ward said he 
was still unconscious and that he was apt 
to pass from that condition into one of 
complete paralysis, afer which death would 
quickly ensue. It was shortly after this 
statement was made that the visitor asked 
&-hmidt how he felt. The man lay on his 
back with his eves closed and apparently 
in a state of coma. 

When the question was ut his eyes 
opened slowly aml turn toward the 
speaker. 

To the surprise of the attendants Schmldat 
spoke for the first time since his admision 
to the hospital. 

When the news spread that the man with 
the dislocated neck had spoken the doctors 
changed thetr views of his case. They now 
sav he will nrobablv recover. 

The fact that he has the power of speech 
fs believed to show that there t{s little dan- 

er of paralysis. All that is now necessary 
is to keep the sandbags in place and give 
the vertebra a chance to mend.

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THe PORTO RICAN FRIGHT. 


The question of trade with Porto Rico is giving the high 
tariffites a very bad quarter of an hour. 

They have been shouting for a world market which they 
propose to conquer with Mausers and 12-inch guns, but the 
first little acquisition raises a difficulty which seems to be 
too much for their logic. 

We want the trade of Porto Rico and we don't want it. 
Which shall it be? No sooner have we conquered the market 
than we are scared out of our wits lest the Porto Ricans 
ruin our markets at home. So it is proposed to considef our 
new citizens, not as citizens, but as subjecis, allens, and pro- 
tect ourselves against them, 

American commercial interests are wee toddling things. 
They can't take care of themselves even when syndicated 
and erected into trust monopolies. Any little scrawny people 
can ruin us. 

Then why co banging about the world conquering markets? 
If we don't dare to let trade in why go after it? The Porto 
Ricans ought to feel proud when they hear how they frighten 
us.

WOMEN LAWYERS.

THE MACRUM MYSTERY. 


Macrum is a mystery. He espires to take rank with The 
Man in the Iron Mask, Junius and the Dreyfus case. Not 
even Billy Patterson's assailant is the subject of more curious 
speculation than Macrum. 

Macrum used to be United States Consul at Pretoria. He 
is no longer Consul, but he has something better than ae sec- 
ond-rate public office. He has a swelling secret which evi- 
Gently gives him great satisfaction, although there is danger 
that if he is not goon relieved he will burst with irrepressible 
imnportance. 

The Macrum mystery may never be solved. But budding 
Gheriock Holmeses can exercise their wits upon it and give 
us hypothetical solutions, which will be just as satisfactory 


outfought. Nobody in England, least of all the officers of the 
Intelligence Department of the War Office, knew anything 
essential concerning the strength of the Boers. And the com- 
manders in the field appear to think they can vindicate their 
own competence by proving the valor of the rank and file. 

England needs men, but most of all she needs a man. To 
rescue the empire from its great peril requires a statesman 
absolutely disinterested, with no personal ambition to satisfy 
at the expense of the nation and having no compromising 
associations with the gang of speculators who got the coun- 
try into trouble. Until the man is found England is likely 
to drift helpless in the current of disaster. 
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The President takes a sensible view of the Kentucky crisis. 
He not only refuses to respond to Mr. Taylor's appeal, but 
recognizes that the Legislature of the State @lone can call in 
Federal troops and is the sole judge in the contest between 
Taylor and Goebel. The law by which the Legislature was 
made the judge may be bad, and Goebel may not be all he 
should be, but the law should prevail, right or wrong, until it 
is repealed. Mr. McKinley gives ee ae to the Kentucky 
Republicans who are trying to substitute force for law. 
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TILDEN AND TAYLOR. 


In 1876 Samuel J. Tilden was elected President of ‘the United 
States, but was counted out. He did not resort to arms, but 
submitted to the law. The wrong he suffered was grievous, 
but he did not try to correct it by committing another. 

Mr. Taylor of Kentucky would do well to follow Tilden’s 
example. The law provides that in contested election cases 
the Legislature is the final authority. The Kentucky Legis- 
lature has declared Williarn Goebel Governor of Kentucky 
and Taylor should acquiesce, or pursue any legal remedy 
which may be open to him. By taking up arms and trying 
to disperse the Legislature he has shown nat only very bad 
political judgment, but an inexcusable disregard of all the 
forms of law. 

Taylor's conduct, stopping, as it does, the entire machinery 
of government, might pass unnoticed tn a South American 
Republic, where revolution is the normal condition. In a 
State of the Américan Union it ts a disgrace. 

Questions of abstract justice as distinguished from law 
often confuse the ignorant, but a man who pretends to be 
competent for high office in an American State should keep 
his head clear. The distance between Taylor and Tilden is 
that between flat amarchy end established order. 
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In his recent jingo speech, Mr. Sibley of Pennsylvania ex- 
pressed the opinion that the United States are determined 
to carry the arta of peace and the story of the cross to the 
remotest corners of the globe. Why not send a few mission- 
aries to the Republican counties of Kentucky and the very 
rotten city of Philadelphia?

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A little of the newly-made, Kentucky Republican talk 
against assassination should ave been besun before the 
Frankfort shooting, when the air was full of threats, and 
when a murderous mob was given a free railroad ride to the 
capital. 


Why did Gov. Taylor reinforce his ample militia force with 
gangs of ignorant mountain ruffians and assassins?

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Senator Goebel’s conduct in the presence of Death em- 
phasizes the statement that he is the most remarkable man 
in American pclitics to-day.

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Taking the Legislature of Kentucky Into the ‘feud coun- 
try” is a curious method of preventing lawlessness. No man’s 
life is safe in the Republican feud counties of Kentucky.

To “silently, bloodlessly withdraw across a rapid stream in 
the face of a powerful, exultant enemy,” seems'to be about 
the best that the British can do in South Africa.

Tne 
boys were all well dressed and snowed by 
their Manner that they had good homes 
and were anything but vicious. 

Leonard Hunt, superintenden: of Lafay- 
ette Park. was the prosecuting witness. 
Hiunt took the stand and said that when 
the third bell was rung, warning the boys 
0 leave the lake, they Kept on skating and 
these three were arresteu. Hunt said he 
rang the gong because the ice was unsafe. 

Polic Sergeant Bauer was the officer in 
the case. “I made the arrests in this case. 
your Honor,"’ said the Sergeant, ‘‘but I did 
it under pro est. it was about 5 o'clock 
vesterday afternoon and there must have 
been a thousand or more persons skating on 
the Ice. The ice was peed safe, so far 
as I could jadge, and I could see no reason 
for driving the skaters from the ice.
